“INVENTION OF A NEW GOMPASS. 


(From tho Richmond Enquirer and Ezami- 
ner, January 8.) F 
We have already mentioned that a citi? 
zen of Roanoke county, Va., Mr Samuel 
Custer; had'invented a compass, which; he 
claims, will fulfill the grand desideratum of 
navigation,. in Scaaiay. a needle: which 
idoes tict Ueviate from the magnetic meri- 
idian‘under the influence’of local attraction, 
.whethor that attraction results from iron in 
ithe construction of the abip, or iron in.the 
‘cargo, or any other ‘source ‘of local ‘attrac: 
tion.” lt professes to do. four things.: 1; 
‘To'show the preserice -of ‘a local attraction 
(which no other compass does); 2. To show 
the direction of the local attraction ; 3,° Lo 
show the extent of the: local :attraction ; 4 
‘Lo indicate, ‘under all circumstances, the 
‘magnetic meridian as truly:As does any 
other compass witen: under no local influ- 
ence. This compass is entirely different in 
construction from any. other compass’ hi- 
therto used. : : 5 
Té consists of thrae systems of magnetic 
needles, arranged in, different horizontal 
planes, “The upper is composed of two mag- 
netised bars, connected with a graduated 
card like an ordinary compass. The: card 
nevdles are attached to an:axle. Tho two 
lower systems of magnetized needles uro 
attached also to an axle—both to the same 
axle, “The: lowest system consists of about 
a dozen magnetized bars, arranged (with 
similar piles) in the samo. direction, ‘and 
attached to a perpendicular (graduated) 
rod: ~The middle system of: ieedles con- 
sists of two magnetized bars, ‘attached also 
to this. perpendicular iod,- and ‘slides 
up and. down this rod. | When: placed. 
on. board of an iron ship, for, example, the 
middie-sysiem of needles is adjusted: at a 
point on: the rod which. repels the upper 
nesdla back to the magnetic moridian,.. It 
is only necessary to adjust. this middle 
system of needles with reference . to. the 
local attraction existing on bourd of that 
particular ship: No change in the direction 
of. the ship mukes’ any difference in the 
pointing of the upper needle, while the 
lower systems; which havo a graduated 
card attached to the uppor end of the axles 
to which they are attached, which card’ 
indicates ‘the movements of the two lower 
systums.of necdles, traverse like an ordi- 
ary. compass. *.° :

‘The charge’ againat. the Gurneys is simply 
that in converting their firm into a limited 
company they deceived the'publio into tak- 
ing a riak which: they would certainly not 
have taken if they. had had full notico of 
its character, and that they ‘managed, by 
the way in which the desds establishing the 
company were drawn as well as. by provi- 
sions inaprted in those deeds, to saddle the: 
néw ‘company with an enormous liability 
for bad debts which. were Yepresented as 
assets, Without a ‘careful study of tho 
‘deeds themselves, the contents of which are 
naturally not set out in the newspaper ie- 
ports of the proceeding, it would be impos- 
sible to say whether the theory upon tho 
subject of their meaning put forward ‘by 
Mr Lewis, or that which was advanced by 
the counsel for the defendants, and in par- 
ticular by Mr Giffard, was the true one. . The 
‘question which is right is: obviously one 
‘which ought to be reseryed-for the solemn 
decisién of the highest. criminal: court. 

Apart from ‘this: question, the matter re- 
duces itself to a yery simple form,.’ It is 
hardly douied, on the one side, that the 
Gurneys did lead their shareholders into 
making what turned out:to be an exceed.

probable that such wasalso their expectation: 
The charge,against- them roally is that 
they deceived tho sharcholders into a step 
Which’ they: regarded at ,the time as likely 
to’be-advantageous, but which ‘they ‘ought 
to"have kiown was oxccedingly dangerous, 
and®orie ‘at Isast’ ‘of the questions’ upon 
which : the: sitbaequent proceedings’ will 
throw -donaiderablu’ light is’ the question 
What viewthe law takes of sich 'a procead- 
ing, For many obvious reasons we do not 
wish to enter at. tho present stage of the 
question upor any discussion as to tho facts, 
but there is one principle connected with the 
subject which, legally and otherwise, is of 
the highest importance, and which is con- 
tinvally migapprehended, in consequence 
of the ‘slight and inaccurate way in which 
people. use common words. This is the dis- 
tinction between intention and motive. Mr 
J. H. Gurney, on ‘being committed, des- 
cribed himself, no doubt. with sincerity, as 
innocent of any “intention. to defraud,” 
and the same view has frequently been put 
forward on his behalf and-on behalf of his 
partners. Lot . us* consider’ what is 
meant. by this. The: intention. of. al! 
act, or of a series of acts, is tha object to- 
wards which they lead. The motives of the 
agent are the causes which lead him to do 
toose acts.’ Thus, I go from one room to 
anuther,: [sit down at tablet cut bread 
and butter and put them ona plate, I spread 
the:buttor'on the bread, put'them into my 
menth and éat them up. | Honce, from first 
to Inst, my intention is‘to eat the bread and 
butter. . That ia the final end towards which! 
all the other acts lead. - My motive may 

be to satisfy hunger, it maybe to sustain 
my health, it may be to.find an exouse for 
being: in a particular place at a given timo ; 

but, be this how.jt may, the intention, . the 
determination to eat the piece of brvad and 

butter, and to do whatever is necessary for 

that purpose, remains uachanged, nor does 

the motive which. leada’ to ‘that intention 

affect the intention itself in any degree. It 

is just so with.regard to fraud, If you 

mean to do -tkat’ which the law - calls 
fraud; the’. intention’ is - to - defraud 

whatever may be ‘your motive.

Fraud 
is ‘any’ kind ‘of deception, either ‘by the 
assertion of ‘falsehood, or the: suppression 
‘of truth in-eases in which the person: 
suppressing the ‘truth is’ under a legal’ 
obligation to tell.the truth, by which the 
‘peraon deceived is placed or is induced to 
place himegif iua different legal position from 
that in which he would have otherwise been, 
Induce a man-to take shares by direct false- 
hood or by suppression of facts which you 
were legally bound to scqnaint him with, 
and he is defrauded.’ Intend for whatever 
purpose to do this, and he is intentionally 
defrauded.
